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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment, filed on July 10, 2008 has been considered and entered in full. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to respective amended claims have been considered and 
are persuasive; therefore all the rejections on the respective claims have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Reasons of Allowance: 

3. Claims 1-5, 7-9, 16-20, 22-24 and 39-40 (renumbered as 1-18) are allowed 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons of allowance: 

The reasons of allowance for claims 1 and 16 should be evident from the applicant's 
arguments as filed in the amendment filed on 07/10/2008. The closest prior art as cited does not 
teach "generating in-camera, capturing or otherwise obtaining in-camera a collection of low 
resolution images including said faces, wherein said determining corresponding image attributes is 
based on said low resolution images and then performing an analysis of said corresponding 
attributes of said groups of pixels" in combination with other limitations as recited in claims 1 and 
16. Therefore claims 1 and 16 are allowed. All other claims depending on claims 1 and 16 are 
allowable at least by dependency on claims 1 and 1 6.
